Work for Clever Girls, 


What can the clever country gtris do 
to make a living for themselves and feel 
independent? Not long ago I was over 
in Eastern North Carolina and L found 
the question answered in some places. 
1 found some nice well educated girls 
cultivating small fruits and regetables 
for market. They didn't plow the 
ground but they planted and hoed and 
weeded and gathered the crop, Lsaw 
an acre of strawberries that two sisters 
had planted and they made a frolic of 
it, that is, they went at it with a will, 
and took alively happy interest in it, 
and they gathered four thousand quarts 
and said they would get a thousand 
more, and they packed them in the lik 
the baskets and the baskets into crates 


land sent them North, and their sales 


had averaged thirty centsa quart. Their 
total expenses for hire of help and cost 
of baskets and freight to market was 
two bundred dollars, and this left a 
thousand for their work and watching 
and constant care, Well, those girls

money PY good deal of mv mey. J never 
saw a nicer business, nor one so simple 
anid The Jand was poor and 
sandy, The rows three feet apart. 
When the plants t well set a plow 
opens a furrow close by on each side 
and this furrow is nearly tilled with 
colton seed, and then the earth is thrown 
back on the cotton seed. after that the 
vines are mulched with fine straw and 
that is all. IT never saw vines as small 
or her: es AS humerous.

hundred and forty on one plant. They 
laid on one another. This vine had 
been picked three times and there were

two hundred and forty left. They fre | 
quently picked a quart from three | 
plants and Jeft many not ripe. They | 


pick till eight o'clock in the morning 
and the girls averayed fifteen quarts by 
thattime. They begin again atfour in 
the afternoon and get fifteen quarts 
more. When they hire pickers they 
pay two and a half cents a quart to girls 
and two cents to boys, for the girls are 
more careful and do not mash the ber- 
ries nor spill them and do not eat every 
hig nice one they come across. 

But this is not all. These girls have 
gota crop of raspberrics just behind | 
and they will make two or three 
hundred dollars off of them, and they 
are growing currants and gooseberries 
and talk about going into potatoes and 
beans and grapes and all that; well, 
why not. Fruit growing is a nice busi- 
ness for girls and so is raising vegeta- 


bles. Those girls have the advantage | 
of ours for the market is nearer, but [| 
have never seen the time that nice | 


strawberries couldn't be sold at home 
fortwenty cents, and that will make lots 
ofmoney. And then again the exer- 
vise is so good for their health, and the 
seeupation so cleanly and delicate and 
suits their nimble and delicate fingers 
so well.
